New ORLEANS, La., Oct. 5.—Uniess the sea 
gives up its dead the full extent of Sunday 
night's appalling disaster will never be 
known. The hurricane came with such force 
upon the low-lying island and the unprotect- 
ed shores of the gulf that the waves, spged- 
ing before the awful fury of “ the 
wind, swept everything they touched. 
Hundreds of unfortunates were carried away 
by the waters and to accurately reckon the 
number of lives lost is impossible. The Mis-

At the following places the fall force ot the 
storm was felt, and each one hasa list of 
dead: Grand Island, Chandeleur Islands, 
Chemele, Oyster Bayou, Bayou Cook, Ship 
Island, Simon ‘sland, Rosan’s Island, Rater 
Island, Adams Bay, Bayou Grand, Pointe a 
la Hache, Shell Beach, Buras Point, Bayou 
La Ford, Andre Bayou and Bayou Dufou. 

Relief parties have been sent out from New 
Orleans. A part of their duty is to get as ac- 
curately as possible the total number of lost 
with the names of the victims. As soon as 
this is done, the result of their labors will be 
given to the press, 

The reports from Pointe a la Hache and 
vicinity this morning put the death list there 
up to eighty persons. Yesterday the search- 
ing parties were in tlie vicinity of Grand 
Prairie, andthey found fifty-seven bodies, 
some buriedin the debris of the wrecked 
houses and others high and dry on the land 
where the receding waters had dropped 
them. They were nearly all Austrian colo- 
nists who had a large settlement at this 
point. The men were engaged in the oyster in- 
Gustry. Thedead had to be Interred as soon 
as possible, and coffins were unobtainable. 

Around Shell Beach and St. Malo Island 
the list of dead is in the neighborhood of 
thirty.

The latter had a popula- 
tion of about 1,400, while on Grand Island it 
is estimated that at least 200 persons were 


living when the hurricane swept in from ware

Reliable news has come to-day from Grand 
Isle and Chemele. The loss of life at Grand 
Isle isnot more than twenty-five, all of the 
dead being negroes. The property destroyed 
is valued at nearly $100,000. Many 
of the whites were bruised 
by falling timbers and some 
of them crippled, but they were thankful to 
get off with their lives. There is no bright 
side to the picture of desolation at Chemele. 
and the death list will run from 800 to 1. 100. 

Estlmates made this afternoon are that the 
total death list in this section will de from 
1,000 to 1,500. 

The property loss will reach several mil- 
lions, possibly $5,000,000. 

The crops are not as badly injured as the 
first reports indicated. A conservative es- 
timate places the loss tothe rice crop at 10 
per cent, while the sugar cane suffered very 
slightly. The heaviest loss will be on the 
orange crop.

At these places the unfortunates were 
found in every imaginable condition, Some 
were lying high and dry on the land, where 
it is supposed they were washed by the watef 
after death had relieved them from their suf- 
ferings. Some of the dead were buried under 
the wreckage of their houses, which evi- 
Gently collapsed without warning. The 
bédies were mutilated and torn in a most 
horrible manner. Arms and legs had been 
pulled from trunks, ana in many instances 
were far removed from the bodies of which 
they had formed a part. 

Ooffins were out of question and the bodies 
not claimed by relatives or friends were in- 
terred in trenches, four or five bodies being 
placed in one trench, 

The suffering of the survivors 18 being ro- 
lieved as fast as possible and a second ship- 
ment of supplies was sent out this morning. 
The entire population of the places named 
are now in absolute need of food and drink. 

Dead bodies are floating around on every 
side and the situationwis unparalleled in the 
history of the South. 


ALONG THE COAST. 


Nothing Escaped the Fury of the Wind 
and Waves. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 5.— first 
definite news from the Mississippi afid Ala- 
bama gulf coast reached the city this morn- 
ing; all wires having been down and the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad having been 
washed oat at Intervals from Mobile to New 
Orleans, The financial loss along the entire 
coast will foot up not less than $1,000,000, and 


hundreds of lives were lost at 8 on the 
mainland and adjacent islands. The news 
is almost as appalling as that from the 

Louisiana Coast. 
At Biloxi nothing escaped the fury

The German bark, Margeritis, 1,287 tons, 
from New York, Capt. Koster, lost two 
anchors and 120 fathoms of chain and suf- 
ered other damage. The Austrian bark, 
Annie E. B., from Santos, is a total wreck. 
Of the crew of thirteen men and two Steve- 
dores aboard—the Captain, three sailors and 
the two stevedores were drowned. The 
stevedores were from Pascagoula—one white 
and one colored. 

The barge Hero of Moss Point, belonging 
to Howze & Griffin, lost the only man 
aboard, named Shepard, and the barge Boss 
of the same place aiso lost a colored man, 
name unkuown. Considerable damage was 
also done on the island, the warehouses, fort, 
keeper’s house and lazaretto at the quaran- 
tine station being completely washed away, 
and the light-house keeper’s house being 
badly damaged. 

About one mile of the railroad bridge at 
Bay St. Louis is washed ashore on the island 
together with derelicts of other kinds from 
wrecked vessels, oyster boats, sloops and 
luggers. Very little of the Government 
wharf remains and what 1s left will be of 
no service. A large number of cattle were 
also drowned. 

The oyster lugger Rosalie of Bilox! is also 
Known to have gone to the bottom witha 
crew of four men. 

The American bark Rebecca Goddard, from 
St. John’s, lying at Quarantine, dragged her 
anchors about five miles from the station, 
and was only saved from going ashore by 
the cutting awayof her masts and rigging. 

The Henry T. Gregg had a similar ex- 
perience and was completely dismasted, tha 
loss footing up fully $6,000. Both vessels were 
towed into Ship Island Harbor by the steam 
tugs Toller and Julius Elbert. 

he Austrian bark Nikita, which was in 
quarantine at Chandeleur, has disappeared 
and is believed to be lost with all on board. 
She had a crew of about twelve men. 

The Norwegian bark Rogna was also dis- 
masted and taken to Ship Island by the 
steamship Ravensdale. 

The Lena Storer and Flora Woodbine, both 
three-masted schooners, were the only ves - 
sels lying at Chandeletr Island that were not 
seriously damaged. 

Last night the Henry T. Gregg took two 
Italian fishermen from a raft as they were 
drifting to sea. Another raft also passed 
the vessel with three men on board, but the 
Gregs's small boats were so badly wrecked 
that they could lend no assistance to the un- 
fortunates, and nothing has been heard from 
them since. The pilot t Chicora, about 
which 60 much uneasiness was felt, was dis- 
covered to be ashore on Cat Island, beached 
high n with the two old 
veteran pilots, Capts. John Nelson, Sr., 
and Joseph Lewis, on board with the cook 
and sailor. Anumber of other vessels were 
badly damuged, but it will be several days 
yet before the full and complete record of 
the total loss of life and property can be 
made. Jack Shepard, the assistant bridge 
tender on Biloxi Bridge, was washed over 
and drowned. His body was recovered the 
next day and buried at Ocean Springs. He 
leaves a wife and several chiidren. 

From information received from Missis- 
sippi City, Handsboro, Pass Christian and 
Ocean Springs it is learned that the destruc- 
tion of wharves, bath houses and boats has 
Deen complete. At Hanadsboro the miils of 
H. L. Leinhart and the J. D. Little Co,, have 
been damuged considerably, but to what ex- 
tent is not known. The roadbed on the Louis- 
ville & Nashville road from Pearl River 
to Wayeland is campletely washed away 
and st cf Lookout it is nearly as bad. 
Telegraph poles along the road are down as 
far as the eye can see. The schooners

Should 
the tug get afloat, which is extremely 
doubtful, she will sustain damages to 
the amount of several thousana dollars.

Yesterday a Manilla salior made 
his way tothe Chan Giger Station from the 
fishing sloop Laura B. of New Orleans, which 
was wrecked in Grand Pass. Out of a crew 
of seven men he ig the only survivor, and 
when found on the island was in an uncon- 
scious and nude condition, having been in 
the water over ten hours. He was furnished 
with clothing and brought to Biloxi on the 
steam tug Julius Elbert. 


THE STORM-SWEPT REGION. 


Description of the Islands and Coast Set- 
tlements of the Gulf. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Oct. §:—To fully com- 
prehend the terrible disaster which came 
with the wind on Sunday night, a description 
of the locality is necessary. The devasted 
region is a network of islands, bayous, lakes 
and seaswamps. Along thejgulf coast of Louis- 
lana, Mississippi and Alabama,the country 
is mainly sea marsh, almost destitute of 


trees. The highest pofutis only 7 feet above 
sea level, and the greater portion is scarcely 
g feet above. When, tiierefore, the storm 
ned the waves up lb feet they ewopt over 
he islands and ridges as snow drifts before 
the win a * * 
6 ments. hamlets and towns which 
were 80 ter, ibly mend along the 
Mississtppi from s ala Hache, forty- 
five miles below New Orleans, to the gulf on 
Bayou Baratara and the oyster reefs be- 
tween there.and the mouth of the Mississipp! 
and in the islands stretching from the Mis- 
sissippi to the mainland at Chemele Can- 
unada. Bay St. Louts and Pearl River are in 
Mississippi. At Chemele Canunada was a 
large Chinese colony engaged in preparing 
and exporting shrimp to China. St. Malo 
was settled by Malays or Manillamen, all 
fishermen. A majority of the population in 
the fishing towns were Creoles, Italians, 
Spaniards and so-called austrians or Daima- 
tians. A large proportion of them were en- 
gaged in fishing and owned boats. 

Chemele Canubada, where the greatest loss 
of life occurred, is a fishing town of 1,640 peo- 

le, situated on the Louisiana cost, opposite 
rand Isle. It is called an island because 
ofaswampy bayou which separates it from 
the matnland. 

Grand Isie lies directly south of New Or- 
leans about sixty miles. There are two ways 
of getting to the island, one via Scotia Canal, 
fifty miles down the river, and the other via 
Compony Canal, which is opposite the old 
ex position ee: By either route Grand 
Lake must be crossea. The trip is made in 
from ten to fourteen hours, according to the 
wind and the speed ofthe craft. The Island 
is in Jefferson Parish and it has been 
summer resort for many years, not liberally 
patronized, however, beoause of location 
and the lack of wire communication. The 
Grand Isle road was projected to run to a 
point this side of Grand Lake, but the route, 
although surveyed, has never been com- 

leted. 

The island hada population of about 700. 
It is about eleven miles long and varies in 
width from a halt mile to a mile and a half. 
The largest structure upon it is the Ocean 
Club Hotel, which has accommodations for 
several hundred guests. 

The island is sandy, is sald to have a rock 
foundation, and is considerably higher at 
one ond than at the other. 

Grand Terre is tothe east of Grand Isle and 

the two are separated by a channel 50 feet in 
depth. Old Fort Livingston is on Grand 
Terre, as are also light-houses and a number 
of small residences. 
@® Chandeleur Islands area group of small 
islands, E Chandeleur Sound from 
the gulf. The ligut- house is on the northern - 
most island of the range. 


ONB WHO SAW THE STORM. 


Letter Written by a Lady in Mobile to 
Her Brother in St. Louis. 

The following letter, describing the 

storm which swent over Mobile, was re- 

ceived in this city to-day by Dr. F. S. James. 


It was written by his sister, who witnessed 
the fury of the hurricane: 
MONDAY EVE. 


DEAR BROTHER—Never in my resollection has 
there been such afearful storm. It has rained for 
three days and this inorraing a hurricane blew. A8 1 
sat at our front window the big pecan in front came 
crashingdown.

In a fow 
moments, while the house rocked from its founda- 
tiens and fences were going, the second big tree in 
the front yard went, thea the trees at the side, 
failing on the roof and breaking it in: the flue In the 
boys’ room broken in, and then, oh then, our great, 
fine tree in the garden; then the pretty oak in front 
of the gate. where the horses were hitched every 
day, Our whole front yard is blockaded. Sister M. 
wished me tö telegrapl for Mr. R., but what good 
willitdo? Grape arbor partly gone—fences gone— 
but 1 don't mind thas. I feel like our trees are that 
many dead friends fallen around us. I can’t help 
crying to save my life. Poor Mr. Kochel I hate to 
h.ve kim come aad see the desolation. Trees are 
crashing all around us: all the big eld trees in our 
old fleid are down. The big oak that we have ail

The International Yacht Race Sailed

TREMENDOUS THRONG TURNED OUT TO 
vuw THE COPTEST. 


The Contest Will Not Be Sailed Within 
the Limited Time—A Dense Fog Hung 
Over the Course—Only a Five-Mile 
Preezss to Drive the Cup Defenders 
Over the Lins—Vigilant Had the Lead 
but Lost It by a Sailing Error. 


New Tonx, Oct.5.—Great Britain and the 
United States—John Bull and Uncle Sam— 
the stars and Stripes“ and the Union 
Jack faced each ‘other to-day for the 
America’s Cup. The weather was dull,damp 
and dreary. A light northwesterly breeze 
was blowing, and the weather sharps had 
it that a clear day was in prospect later on. 

From gray dawn to Sunrise and from sun- 


rise until the last puffing tugboat left Man- 


hattan Island, Long Island, Staten Island or 
the Jersey shore for Sandy Hook every man, 
woman or child with a spark of aquatic 
sporting fire in his or her breast 
turned their noses Atlanticwards 
and resolved to see the race _ for 
the sailing championship of the world. 
Such an outpouring to seea yacht race was 
never before witnessed on this terrestrial 
globe. People hereabouts have gradually 
been educated up to a point in aquatics 
where a manor woman is classed as several 
thousands of years behind the age if he or 
she cannot tell the difference between sloop 
and cutter, schoonerand yawl, elud - top sail 
and balloon jib, spinnaker and stay 
sail, main sail and got top sail, 
not to mention such easy ones as dead-eyes, 
buttock-shrouds,bob-stays,dolphin-strikers, 
main trucks, swabs, belaying pins and lub- 
bers holes. 

Of course the weather had a somewhat de- 
pressing effect upon the yachtsmen and their 
friends, for it was hazy about the Hook, but 
it looked like clearing weather and so every- 
body was happy. 

Talk about steamboats, why everything 
steamabieinthese waters which could get 
away (and their number was a big legion) 
loaded themselves with good things, ice, 
beer, wine, rum and other refreshments; 
pretty girls, plump matrons and their 

scorts, all started for Sandy Hook lightship 
ever so early. 

It was a great day—for the ocean, in more 
ways than one. Five dollars a ticket for 
‘*standing room only.“ on board a decent 
steamer was considered reasonable, and $1 a 
foot for hanging on by the eyelids,’’ was 
looked upon as being dirt cheap. 

The police Moat Aurora, manned by a de- 
termined crew of blue coats, under the com- 
mand of Supt. Byrnes, was among the first 
boats to putin an appearance off the Hook, 
resolved to keep the course clear if it took 
the whole of the Broadway squad to do it. 

THE FIFTEEN MILE COURSE. 

According to the sailing directions, the 
start was to be made off Sandy Hook light- 
ship, the preparatory signal being given at 
11:15 a. m., and at the starting signal ten min- 
utes later the yachtsé were to get off as quickly 
as they could, that being the starting time 
of both, no allowance being made to either 
boat for failing to get across the imaginary 
line quick enough.

DEBASING COURTESY. 

Having proved that the mantle of Senato- 
rial coyrtesy is broad enough to cover all 
the sins of the decalogue and more, its pro- 
tecting folds are being extending to ordi- 
nary human weaknesses—Van Alen has 
slipped under its shelter. 

Upon no other ground than that of Sena- 
‘torial courtesy can the reported favorable 
action of the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Affairs with regard to the Van Alen ap- 
pointment be explained. It is impossible 
to believe that Senators sincerely regard 
a cad who has repudiated his country, re- 
pudiated democracy and paid for an ap- 
pointment to an honorable office witha 
campaign contribution as fit to represent 
American people abroad. It is ordinary 
charity to impute this action of the Senr 
atorial Committee to a mistaken idea of 
courtesy to the President, who was guilty 
of the monstrous blunder’ of making the 
appointment, and to his predecessor, who 
made a similar blunder, and to some fel- 
low Senators to whom a rebuke of the use 
of money bags as a means of obtaining 
office would be distasteful. 

But if Senatorial courtesy induces a 
whole body of American representatives to 
silently consent to this degradation of 
official honor, debasement of American 
manhood and corruption of politics, it 
costs the country more than the Senate is 
worth. 


VALEYEIE AND VIGILANT. 


Whatever may be the result of the inter- 
national match, the initial race of which 
has been sailed to-day, it has some 
features which lift it quite out ot and 
above the sphere of ordinary nautical 
sport. The Valkyrie and the Vigilant 
contend foratrophy which an American 
yacht won in British waters forty-two 
years ago, almost withoutan effort, and 
which has been retained ever since by the 
winners. without serious danger of loss. 
The America’s cup' has come to be re- 
garded by the whole naval world as the 
sign and token ot supremacyin that de- 
partment of naval architecture to which | 
Lethe princely sport of yachting’’ belongs. 
The nation that holds it. successfully 
against all competitors is rightly regarded 
as the first and foremost of yacht- builders; 
for this cup is the blue ribbon of the 
ocean. f 

But it is something of far greater inter- 
ost and importance. It marks the begin- 
ning of a nautical rivalry which will prob- 
ably never end as long as England and 
America have ships to sail the seas. The 
boat which George Steers built and Com- 
modere Stevens handied forty-two years 
ago taught England a lesson she has never 
forgotten, and which she has been indus- 
triously studying ever since. The Val- 
kyrie represents the extent to which, thus 
far, she has profited by that lesson. The 
Vigilant represents the extent—if any—to 
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PARTISAN HERESY. 

The debate on the Fepeal of the federal 
election law is chiefiy interesting because 
itis bringing out evidence of how deeply 
rooted in the Republican party is the 
heresy that the Federal Government is su- 
perior to and should exercise paternal su- 
pervision over the conduct of the people. 

Republican orators in the House, by im- 
plication if not by direct assertion, insist 
that the people cannot be trusted to choose 
their representatives. That impalpable 
entity the Federal Government must in- 
terfere to see that the people’s representa- 
tives are chosen aright and that the peo- 
ple are not cheated out of the right sort of 
a representative. It must protect the peo- 
ple from themselves and from their own 
folly and wickedness. 

These gentlemen seem to think that the 

Goverhment 1s greater and better than the 
people who make it, They seem to think 
that the Government in some way is more | 
concerned in the selection of the people’s 
representatives than the people them- 
selves, and that it is better capable of run - 
ning their elections to their satisfaction 
than the people. 
But if the House of Representatives is to 
be protected from the folly and villainy of 
the people, why not the Senate? If the 
people of the Congressional districts are to 
be saved from themselves, why not the 
people of the legislative districts who 
choose the men who elect the Senators? 
From this it would be an easy step to 
supervising all elections, and thus local 
self-government by the people would be 
displaced by central government by office- 
holders. | 

Many of those who profess this doctrine 
do not really believe in it but are led to 
advocate it by an intense partisanship 
which finds in this Government by office- 
holders a chance to perpetuate party 
power., But it is saddening to reflect that 
partisanship can become so intense in the 
breast of American citizens as to induce 
them to advocate and support a political 
doctrine subversive of all the principles of 
Democratic government.

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AN IMPRACTICABLE LEAGUE. 


The Indianapolis Sentinel asks for press 
opinions on a proposed joint resolution of 
Congress in favor of an International, Bi- 
metallic League based on the following 
articles: 

1. Each nation joining such league shall 
open its mints to tt free and unlimited coin- 
age of gold and silver at the ratioof 1 to 1544, 
and keep them open. ö 

2. Each nation joining such league shall 
impose an ad valorém tax of 100 per cent (60 
or less if preferred) on all articles, except 
gold and silver, exported to or imported 
from any country not a member of the 
league, in addition to its ordinary tariff 
duties. 

3. Bach nation joining such league shall 
impose a duty on all gold bullion, ore or coin 
exported to, and on all silver puilion, ore or 
coin imported from, any country not a mem ; 
ber of the league equal the difference in 
market value of gold and silver at the time. 

A fourth article provides that this 


league shall be binding whenever one-half 
of the independent commercial gations of 
Europe, of Asia and of South and Central 
America shall have agreed to enter it. 

Whether such a league, if formed, could 
force a ratio of 1 to 15% in the market 
price of gold and silver is about as doubt- 
ful as the practicability of inducing one- 
half of the independent commercial na- 
tions of Europe to join it on the proposed 
conditions. 

Ag ehange in the relative output of 
gold and silver, such as might be brought 
about by the discovery of very rich new 
gold fields with ‘‘placers’’ abounding in 
‘*nuggets,’® would of itself soon bring 
gold down from 28 times the value of silver 
to 154% times or lower. No international 
league, even if comprising all the com- 
mercial nations of the world, could 
long maintain the present excep- 
tionally high purchasing power of 
gold in the face. of such outputs as the 
placers of California aud Australia yielded 
annually for years. And if the supply of 
gold continually decreases for years no bi- 1 
metallic league can stop the increase of ite 
purchasing power. The use of a metal for 
coinage purposes certainly has a great ef- 
fect on its market price, but utility and 
scarcity might make gold even dearer than 
it now is, though its coinage should be 
stopped altogether.

10,000 excursionists to that city on Sept. 28.
